6.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

(a)  MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  Milk  Supply  is  good.  The  Local  Authority  have  not  taken 
any  samples  of  Milk  on  their  own  behalf  but  36  samples  of  the 
Milk  delivered  to  the  Schools  in  the  Area,  under  the  Milk  in 
Schools  Scheme,  have  been  taken  on  behalf  of  the  Lancashire  County 
Council. 

There  are  in  the  area  339  dairy  farms  and  the  same  number  of 
cowkeepers.  There  are  also  3  milk  purveyors  other  than  cow  keepers. 

During  the  year  250  visits  of  inspection  were  paid  to  the  dairy 
farms. 

(b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

No  arrangements  exist  for  the  inspection  of  meat  at  the  time  of 
slaughter,  and  none  for  inspection  under  the  Public  Health  (Meat) 
Regulations,  1924. 

The  inspector  visits  the  Slaughter-houses  and  Butcher’s  Shops 
as  often  as  he  can. 

There  are  in  the  area  5  private  slaughter-houses  (1  registered 
and  4  licenced). 

(c)  ADULTERATION,  Etc. 

This  part  of  food  inspection  is  undertaken  by  the  Lancashire 
County  Council.

This  matter  is  dealt  with  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council, 
and  various  Lectures  to  Women’s  Institutes  have  been  given  by 
the  Assistant  County  Aledical  Officer  of  Flea  1th  and  by  the  Health 
Propaganda  Lecturer  of  the  County  Council.

The  number  of  Bakehouses  in  the  District  is  8,  and  their  con¬ 
dition  is  satisfactory. 

7.  Prevalence  of,  and  control  over,  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases  increased  by  13,  and 
Diphtheria  cases  decreased  by  18  on  the  figures  for  1936. 

Cockerham  (S)  and  Silverdale  (14)  were  the  districts  in  which 
Scarlet  Fever  was  most  prevalent,  whilst  Bolton-le-Sands  (7)  and 
Warton  (8)  accounted  for  15  of  the  20  cases  of  Diphtheria. 

Schick  immunisation  was  carried  out  by  the  Assistant  School 
Medical  Officer  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  at  Priest  Hutton 
C.E.  School,  30  school  children  being  immunised. 

A  supply  of  Anti-Toxin  for  use  in  cases  of  Diphtheria  is  kept 
at  a  local  Chemist’s  shop  for  the  benefit  of  medical  practitioners  in 
the  area. 

Disinfection  is  carried  out  following  notifiable  infectious  diseases 
and  tuberculosis,  but  not  Measles,  and  during  the  year  78  rooms  were 
disinfected  by  Formalin  spraying  and  fumigation.
